MANY HONORS. 


Calling the Captains of the Fleet For - 


ward, the Hero of Manila; Bay Said, 
"There Are the Men Who Did It" — 
Greeted by. Tremendous Crowds in 
and Around the City Hall Square— 
Escorted Down, the River by the Re- 
iception Committee, including Chaun- 
•cey Depcw and Richard Croker. 


"New York, Oct. 30—[SpecialJ—Ad- 


miral 'Dewey arrived at the city hall at 
8 '45 o'clock this morning, where the sil- 
ver loving cup is to be piesentedto him. 
He was greeted by tremendous crowds 
along theloute from the battery and by 
fifty thousand people who pressed in 
•and around the city hall square. 


The city hall had lost all its former 


eemblance of itself, owing to the magni- 
Jiceht'deeoratibns. 


Dewey had been escorted 
down the 


river from the Olympia's anchorage off 
•Grant's tomb by the reception committee,

Dewey, clad in a splendid full dress

At the city hall square the cheers of 


•the thousands along the route, were 
overshadowed by the roaring combina- 
tion; of cheer, yell and howl which last 
ed many minutes. 


The presentation took place on a 


stand in full view of the multitude, 
Mayor Van Wyck making the speech 


Dewey replied, '-It is quite impossi 


•ble for me to express the depth to which 
1 am moved *by all these honors, one 
after an other 
That beautiful cup, the 


-freedom of the city, this magnificent re 
-ception 
I cannot say what I would 


like to, but speaking for myself and the 
gallant squadron, I had the honor to 
command at Manila 
I thank you from 


•the bottom of my heart," 


'The admiral then called on the fleet 


•captains to step forward: "These are 
the men who did it," he anid. 


Looking at the cup, he exclaimed 


several t.mes 
"It is truly beautiful " 


Dewey and the committee departed 


•immediately 
after the ceremony for

New York, Sept. 30—[Special J—It 


•was 11:17 o'clock when Grand Marshal 
Hoe gave the signal to march, amidst 
scenes of the greatest enthusiasm 


Thejgreat column swung into order 


•and-'the triumphal trip to Washington 
Square began. 


Scores of bands ecatterred along the 


line, filled the air with inspiring music 


The loute of the parade was seven 


miles in length 
It started at Eiverside 


-•drive, coming through Central park to 
.Fifth avenue, ending under the arch 
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commemorating the 
inauguration of 


Washington as president. 


It is estimated that five million people 


•were assembled along' the line. The 
sidewalks were fringed with elaborately 
decorated • reviewing 
stands, which 


stretched in an- unbroken line before 
'dwellings, churches and business places, 


Seats in the stands cost from two to 


twenty dollars and .windows also brought 
fabulous prices. 


The red, white and .blue • decorations 


often varied by the use of blue and gold, 
which are the admiral's colors. 


When the parade reached Madison 


Square, Dewey and Van WTCK alighted 
and were escorted to a stand from, which 
they watched the parade. 


The formation of the parade was as 


follows 


There were 2,000 sailors and marines 


in line. JThe men of the Olyrapia were 
at the head of the column, marching 
directly in front of the four horse car- 
riage containing Admiral Dewey and 
Mayor Van Wyck. 


Sousa's band of 180 pieces, the finest 


marching band ever got together, fur- 
nished the music for the Olympia's tars. 


In the na\al division were the officers 


and men who destroyed Oervera's fleet 
off Santiago and Moatejo's fleet in Ala 
•hila bay. 


In the two carriages immediately fol 


lowing the admiral's were four of Dew- 
ey's captains at Manila—Coghlan, Dyer, 
Wildes and'Lamberton. 


Every branch of the service was rep 


resented IE the 2,000 troops forming the 
regular army division, including the 
West Point cadets. 


Practically the entire strength of the 


National Guard of ; New' York, 15,000 
merj| were in line, with Governor ;'Thieb'.- 
dore Eoosevelt riding- at their head, 
Squadron A acting as his special escort 


'Fifteen other states had 10,000 men in 


line The \isiting troops marched in the 
oider of the admission of tbeir states to 
the union—namely Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Georgia, Connecticut, Maryland, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Indiana, Missouri, Maine, Florida, and 
Texas.

•of facts, The-evolution; of a poor boy 
Into a multimillionaire is a fascinating 
thing to contemplate, even in the prosi- 
est of biographies. 


When .Sir Thomas recently arrived 


In Ne-sv'York: on one of the palacelike 
.liners, attended by a troop of servants 
and accompanied by a cartload of lujr- 
^agey hey made a very different en- 
trance from that of bis first landing at 
•that; port. 


On that initial occasion he was kick- 


ed down the gangplank by Van irate 
second mate. The mate -was.angry be- 
cause the 17-year-old boy.was a stow- 
.a-way and had stolen his passage from 
Charleston up the coast. 


There are many, other vivid con- 


trasts between the circumstances of 
the Sir Thomas Lipton of today and 
the half-starved Irish lad of .30 years 
•ago. Born of Scotch-Irish parents, :in 
Olasgow, who ;were, poor'; as poverty, 
.lie struggled up to boyhood somehow. 


At last his heap-of boarded pennies 


:had grpwn 'to be-enough;to".pay for a- 
«teerage passage' to America, ;and he 
ran .away..'> He was a boy of 15 years 
then and small/for his age, but there

He landed in Charleston. He got a 


job as a harvest band on a rice planta- 
tion,, and for two years be was a farm 
laborer, fighting with the newly freed 
negroes: for a. chance at the hardest 
•woi'U in the world.'
